Man Released on Bail 
To Support Needy Family 


A man charged with the 
manslaughter of his wife was 
released on IL.500 bail by the 
Jerusalem District Court on 
Friday, since he is the bread- 
winner of a needy family. 

The accused Saiem ben 
Yihya Umriof Kfar Aminadeb, 


near Fin Karem. who was 
committed for trial before 
Judge B. Halevy im the Dis- 


trict Court on Wednesday, has 
been detained since March . 
He is required to register at 
the Ein Karem Police Station 
twice a week until the trial 
begins.

Back-Traching in Belgrade

Stepinac was charged in 1946 
with having collaborated dur- 
ing the war in the forcible 
conversion to Catholicism of 
people of the Serbian-ortho- 
dox faith. 

The expectation here is that 
Stepinac will soon be freed

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as a sop to Western reli- 
gious sentiment, but that he 
will not be permitted to revert 
to his former position as Arch- 
bishop of Zagreb. He Will 
have the choice of entering 
the seclusion of a monastery 
or of leaving the country. 
He definitely will not be al- 
lowed to return to public 
life in Yugoslavia. 

The regime considers that 
willingness to release Stepi- 
mac is bad enough, but that 
to let Lim return to his Arch- 
bishopric is unthinkable 
since this would revive ol 
antagonisms between Catho- 
lies and non-Catholics and en- 
canger the unity of the coun- 
try. Maintenance of this coun- 
trys unity as a bulwark 
ag: inst mounting Soviet pres 
sure iS in the interests of 
the free world as well as. of 
Yugoslavia.

Sir, The need for trained 

experts from the so-called 
Angio-Saxon countries has 
cropped up again. I fear it 
will remain a perennial prob- 
jem as long as it ic merely a 
subject for newspaper editorials 
and cafe conversations. 

The response to the appeal 
for specialists is rather poor. 
The reasons are many and 
complex. But there is one 
problem which I feel could be 
easily overcome. 

Many of these young men 
and women must remain here 
On tourist visas, if they want 
to be sure of working in their 
professions. Visas are renewed 
with great difficulty and then 
only for short and limited 

Once they become 
immigrants they are drafted 
into the armed forces. Trained 
local government officers be- 
come intelligence clerks, econ- 
omists — infantrymen, physic- 
ists are taken from systematic 
research and lawyers from the 
drafitng of new laws. 

Not only 's this a very unsa- 
tisfaciory state of affairs 
from the point of view of 
these young men and women, 
many of whom have done long 
periods of service in the arm- 
ed forces of the countries from 
which they have come; but it 
acts as a serious deterrent to 
many prospective immigrants. 

This matter calls for imme- 
diate attention and a more 
sympathetic handling than it 
has received hitherto.
